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REMARKS 



Claims 121-140 are pending. 

The rejections under 35 USC §112, first and second paragraphs, have heen rendered moot 
by cancellation of claims 1-120, and the addition of new claims 121-140. 

The outstanding Office Action set forth various art rejections of claims 98-120, which have 
been rendered moot by cancellation of these claims in favor of new claims 121-140. 

I, is respectfully submitted that the new claims distinguish over the cited references. 
New claim 121 is directed to method for fabricating semiconductor devices which includes 
a first separating step of cutting a substrate on which semiconductor elements having protruding 
electrodes are formed so that the semiconductor elements are separated from each other, a resin 
scaling step of arrcngtng the separated semiconductor elements on a base member and sealing a 

ends of the protruding electrodes from the resin layer, and a second separating step, conducted after 
said protruding electrode exposing step, of cutting the resin layer together with the base member in 
positions between adjacent semiconductor dements, so that the semiconductor elements to which 
the resin layer is formed are separated from each other. 

New claim 121 corresponds to claim 29 of application Serial No. 09/635,124, which had 

been indicated as allowable. 

New claims 122-126 correspond to claims 65-69 of Serial No. 09/635,124, which were also 

indi cated.ob«a.lowable. Acco»^ 

for allowance. 
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New claims 127-131 and 133-139 are directed to a semiconductor device. Favorable 

consideration of these claims is earnestly solicited. 

Claims 132 and 140 are directed to method for fabricating a semiconductor device. 

Favorable consideration of these claims is earnestly solicited.
